New state law 


EAST JORDAN-Despite bids which 
came in 35 percent too high and a 
petition drive against the project, city 
council members are proceeding with 
their plans to renovate the Community 
Center. 

“I'm gonna do it, I'll tell you that,” 
City Superintendent Herm Rasch said 
this week. 

After taking two weeks to study the 
situation, the city council last week 
decided to go ahead with the project. 

They had learned on June 19 that 
bids for the renovation were $107,000 
and $94,300. Only $70,000 had been 
budgeted for the project. 

Council member Harry Watson, who 
is also a contractor, said last week he 
thinks those bids were high because of 
uncertainty about the project. A 
petition drive had threatened to delay 
or stop the project. That could have 
affected the bids, Watson noted. 

Rasch said Watson’s logic ‘‘makes 
sense to me. If you've got a work force 
and equipment, you're going to put 
your thrust where you know there’s 
going to be work.” 

He also said it is possible that the 
city can get better prices on the 
renovation job by waiting until 
November when contractors are not 


nearly as busy as they are during the 
summer. 

“Time is not the essence. If I can 
save the city money by waiting until 
November, I will,’’ Rasch said. ‘That 
might be a factor.” 

He said his only target date for 
finishing the project is the end of the 
city’s fiscal year--April 1, 1980. 

The project won’t be let out on bids 
again, Rasch said. ‘‘Everyone’s had 
their chance to bid,” he said. ‘“‘I’m 
going to act like the general contractor 
and job it out piece by piece.” 

“T know what each part ought to go 
for, and I'm going to have to get quotes 
on all of the different phases. I'll have 


* toa know the costs before I start.” 


Not hurrying the project will allow 
Rasch to use some city employees to 
help when they run out of other work. 
“If 1 see that one of our guys can go 
over there and put in a window or a 
door, I might have him do that,” he 
said. 

The renovation project would make 
the Community Center into a multi- 
purpose auditorium, recreation center 
and youth center. The half-finished 
community building needs a new floor, 
ceiling, bleachers, rest rooms, heating 
and plumbing to make it useable.

Public Act 416, the Sheriff’s 
Secondary Road Patrol Bill, passed a 
year ago in October, gives the sheriff's

department certain patrol obligations, 
including vehicle inspection. Sheriff 
Lasater said the reason the act has 
taken so long to go into effect is 
because of the delay in getting funds. 

The sites of these inspection lanes 
will not be announced because ‘‘people 
will not be there if we announce the 
roads we'll be inspecting cars on,” 
Sheriff Lasater said. 

The inspection Janes will be manned 
by deputies from the department who 
will inspect vehicles for defective 
headlights, turn signals, defective tires, 
brakes, exhaust, mirrors, brake lights, 
and other possible defects. 

Drivers passing through the in- 
spection lanes will also be asked to 
produce a valid driver's license. 

Not all cars pulled over into the 
inspection lanes will be inspected. 
Sheriff Lasater said that about one out 
of 20 cars will be inspected. Officers will 
also be inspecting cars on routine 
traffic stops, he said. 

Vehicles passing the inspection will 
be issued a state of Michigan Vehicle 
inspection sticker for 1979. 

Sheriff Lasater said he hopes by 
announcing the inspections a week 
early that people will check their own 
cars for possible defects and pass the 
inspection ‘‘with flying colors.”

Lasater said he hopes people will react 
favorably for having to be stopped 
because the inspections are being done 
for their safety. “Sometimes accidents 
are caused by defective equipment on 
their car and by doing this inspection 
we plan -on preventing a lot of ac- 
cidents."" 


Sheriff's deputies are only expecting 
to find defects on three or four percent 
of the cars passing through the vehicle 
inspection lanes. 

A notice of appear form will be issued 
to a motorist to have defective 
equipment repaired or replaced. The 
notice to appear will be voided upon 
proof that the equipment has been 
repaired or replaced. Failure tu comply 
will result in a traffic citation being 
issued Sheriff Lasater said. 


The notice to appear will have a date 
on it stating when the defect will have 
to be repaired or replaced. ‘‘That will 
depend on the type of delinquency as to 
how long the person will have to repair 
it. Something real critical may have to 
be repaired in five to ten days, but for 
something minor we might allow 15 
days or more,” 


Visitors to Charlevoix County who 
receive a notice to appear form will 
have to prove to their local police that 
their defective equipment has been 
fixed.

Boyne man convicted 
of sexual assault 


BOYNE CITY - Darry! Smith of 711 
South Lake Street has been convicted 
of criminal sexual assault in the second 
degree and has been sentenced to eight 
to 15 years in Jackson State Prison, 
according to Charlevoix County 
Prosecutor Scott Beatty. 

Smith was convicted Friday, June 28 
and sentenced Monday, July 9. 

The conviction stems from an incident 
that took place in Smith’s home last 
summer involving a 12-year-old girl, 
Beatty said. 

Beatty said Smith, 45, was convicted 
of having ‘‘sexual contact, but not 
penetration,” with the girl, who has 
since moved out of Boyne City. 


He said Smith could get up to 15 years 
in jail. 

Beatty said two other girls, ages eight 
and nine, testified in the trial that they 
had had similar experiences with 
Smith, but he was charged on just one 
count. 

Joleen Eaton, also of 711 South Lake, 
is scheduled to stand trial on the same 
charge relating to the same incident, 
Beatty said. 

Beatty said Smith, who acted as his 
own attorney in the three day trial, was 
charged and acquitted on a similar 
charge two years ago. This is his first 
felony conviction.

Mr. and Mrs. Pierre Brunet had just 
repeated their wedding vows before 
Rev. Dennis Stilwell. 


And for the first time, in their long 


residence here, dozens of their fellow 
parishioners learned that the modest 
greying couple, celebrating their golden 
wedding anniversary, were the world 
renowned French figure skating team 
of Brunet and Joly. 

As an introductory’ to the 
matrimonial sacrament, Father Stilwell 
recounted highlights of their career. 

They first met on the ice of the only 
covered rink in Paris in the early 20's 
and in 1923 were selected to represent 
France in the pairs figure skating 
Olympic competition to be held at 
Chamonix, France, in 1924. The new 
stars won the bronze medal -- and thus 
served notice to the sports world that 
here was something new in the galazy 
of figure skating.

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remembered 


Wallace Merchant will give a 
presentation on the Boyne City 
Chemical Company when the Boyne 
City Historical Society meets Tuesday, 
July 17, at 7 p.m. in the public library.

At the turn of the century, during the 
area’s lumbering era, lumber barons 
figured out a way to make money from 
inferior trees that were not being cut 
for lumber. So they pooled their 
resources and founded the chemical 


company on what is now North Lake 
CH reet re 


The plant began operation in 1902 and 
soon became one of the largest of its 
kind in the world, producing two million 
bushels of charcoal, half a million 
pounds of acetate of lime and 600,000 of 
wood alcohol annually. 


Every day, 180 cords of wood were cut 
and brought to a wood yard where 
Lakeview Mobile Home Park is today. 
At its peak, 100 men worked at the 
plant. which was closed in the 1920's 
when the area's. wood supply was 
exhausted.

BOYNE CITY - Faced with the 
possibility that their original plans 


- might be voted down in an Aug. 7 


special city election, the partners in 
Lake Associates are considering 
alternate uses for development of the 


‘old tannery property along Lake 


Charlevoix. 


Rick and Dave Smith of Lake 
Associates say they are considering a 
plan calling for approximately 50 
condominium units, nine large single 
family lakefront homes, a small marina 
and restaurant, a commercial shopping 
district, medium-priced single family 
homes and_ low-priced government 
subsidized housing for senior citizens. 

The Smiths say they still would 
rather build 270 high-priced condos, 
their initial proposal. But they are 
considering alternatives because their 
original plan calls for the closing of 
Front Street, opposed by many local 
residents. 

The Smiths say their original plan 
won’t work unless the street is closed 
from Second to Division St. 

The Smiths said they still hope they 
can go with their original plan because 
it will provide more tax money for the 
city and probably be more profitable 
for them. 


Rick Smith said the revised plan, “in 
no way is designed to be of a 
threatening nature. What we will 
present is a very viable, low risk, high 
return development. I just don’t think 
it’s as good a usage of the land.” 

“All plans can be modified.” 


Most voters say... 


The Smiths said their revised 
proposal doesn’t call for the closing of 
Front Street or the donation of a public 
beach to the city, both included in their 
initial plan. 

The developers said they will present 
their new proposal to the City Com- 
mission at its noon meeting on 
Tuesday, July 24. They say they want 
the commission and voters to get a look 
at what will probably be built on the 
property if Front Street stays open. 

“We look at the tannery as having 
four or five distinct parcels of land,” 
Dave Smith said. The nine, high-priced 
lakefront homes would be along 900 
feet of lakefront on the northeast end of 
the property, the site presently slated 
for the public beach. 

The property is already zoned for 
residential use. The rest of the tannery 
property is zoned for commercial use. 

Further south along the lakefront 
would be 40-60 condominium 
townhouses. In back of the lakefront 
development would be medium priced 
homes with access to the lake. 

At the top of the property, near 
Division Street, would be the proposed 
government-subsidized, low-cost 
housing, probably for senior citizens. 
Boyne City is presently. short of senior 
citizen housing, although the city’s 
housing commission has been seeking 
funds to build more complexes like the 
Litzenburger senior center on South 
Park Street. 

Another part of the plan calls for a 
small commercial area. ‘It would be a 
convenient shopping district for those 
who live there,” Dave Smith said. The 
Smiths said they would also expect

‘A restaurant is still 
in our plans,”’ Rick Smith said, ‘‘but it 
would be more modest, somewhat 
similar to the ones already in town.” 

Although they have developed a 
substitute plan, the Smiths are still 
hoping voters will approve the closing 
of Front Street so they can go ahead 


with their original plans. 


‘Certainly there would be much less 
tax money for the city involved,” Rick 
Smith said of the new plan. “And 


there's no beach.” 


He also predicted that the city will 
soon have to buy additional land on 


either side of Front Street to re-pave it, 
since the city does not own any right- 


of-way along the road. 


‘Some day the citizens are going to 


have to pay the price for that pretty 


drive,’’ he said. 


Smith added that Lake Associates’ 
first proposal would also create more 
jobs, especially in the construction

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Dockmaster 
When sailors need a helping hand he’ s there 


BOYNE CITY - “Dockmaster, that’s 
what they call me,” said the white 
haired man with a slow walk as he 
made his way slong the docks. 

Grant Moore has been the Boyne City 
@ockmaster since the docks were built 
in 1968. The 71-year old. retiree now 
works at his job only part time, keeping 
peace and good will between the 
boaters who dock at his port. 


Between May 15 and October 15, if 
you walk out to the docks, the- way 
you'll find Moore is by finding all the 
young kids. His favorite people are the 
young children who come to visit and 
listen to stories about boating, fishing, 
or Lake Charlevoix. Moore knows it 
all. 

He may not be any good at remem- 
bering names, but that’s not what 
counts when you're working with 


boats. ‘‘It's their operating esi: I 
can usually get that (number) down 
real fast and then I work on the boat’s 
name. People will come in and ask 
about a friend who's supposed to dock 
here and all 1’! ask them is either the 


‘boat number, name or color and I can 


usually tell them where their friend i8,” 
Moore said. 

Moore said he enjoys his job most for 
the opportunity it gives him to meet 
other people, especially boaters. The 
dock, with 10 slips for two boats each, 
has many summer boaters that come 
back year after year to stay for a week 
of their vacation. 


“T Jike the boaters who come in here. 


We're a little different than Charlevoix” 
because we're jess populated and don't: 
have as big of docks. It’s quigter in,- 


Boyne City than Charlevoix, but the 


i 


that’ 8 probably why most the boaters 
do come here,” he said. 
Moore’s favorite boat has to be a 


cruiser, he said. Although he does not 
own one now, he said cruisers are the 
best because of the distinct beauty of 
these boats and ‘‘they can go fast 
without having to prove themselves 
like speedboats.” 

Within the last two years the dock- 
master said he has noticed an increase 
in the number of sailboats on the water 
and docking in Boyne City. ‘We're 
getting more sailboats, probably 
because of the economy and with gas 
being so bad it's a lot cheaper to own a 
sailboat. They're pretty boats and 
challenging to handle,” he said. 
‘Moore, whose birthday is this week, 
does not punch a time clock. ‘My job 


‘is to come when they (boaters) need me. 
I make my own hours. If a boat pulls 


in at 7 in the morning and they need 
me, I end up getting a cali at my home 
at that time. Or they’ll find out from 
the other boaters what time I'll be 
back.” 

If a boater has to get a hold of Moore, 
they call him on the pay phone by the 
docks. Moore's office is the trunk of his 
car, which proves difficult when it 
rains. 

“Y don't mind it too much not having 
an office, but it’s rough in the rain. 
When a boat pulls into the docks when 
it's raining, it’s really hard to fill out 
their receipt. The paper gets all wet 
and it’s hard to write,” Moore said. 

But when it’s sunny you can find 
Moore either walking the docks talking 
to the boaters or sitting on a park 
bench with a few children or an old 
friend watching the boat traffic on 
Lake Charlevoix pass.

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WALLOON LAKE - After spon- 
soring a study on local lake water 
quality, the Walloon Lake Association 
has set up a series of committees to 
implement some of the goala suggested 
by Project CLEAR, a team of scientists 
from the University of Michigan. 


The committees are studying various 
aspects of the lake, such as water 
quality, wetlands and lakefront 
development. Project CLEAR, 
headquartered at the U of M’s Pellaton 
Biological Station, was commissioned

by the association to do a report on the 
quality of the lake. 


That report was made public over a 
year ago. Since then, “The board (of 
the lake association) has been very 
active,” says Marion Secrest, a board 
member who is also part of the Project 
CLBAR team. 


“The association can take a real 
strong role towards providing 
leadership and information.” she said. 
Some of that leadership must be 
political, she said, because the lake

boundaries include several townships 
in two counties, all having different 
zoning codes. 

One township’s tough zoning 
regulations, aimed at protecting the 
lake, don’t do much good if its neigh- 
bors are taking a softer stance against 
pollution. But there is a solution, 
suggested in the report. 


“We would like to see stronger 
lakefront zoning,” Secrest said. The 
study suggests the establishment of a 
lakeshore planning district, within 


which a uniform zoning code could be 
established. 

That code could include some of the 
report’s other suggestions, such as 
stricter. density rules and ordinances 
requiring a strip of vegetation, called a 
greenbelt, between new development 
and the water's edge. 

The report says, ‘‘The overall water 
quality of Walloon Lake is very good,” 
but cautioned that it must be protected 
against contamination from defective 
septic tank systems.

materials, such as phosphorus, into the 
lake. Phosphorus acts as a fertilizer, 
spurring the growth of vegetation in 
the lake. 

Too much vegetation in the water 
lowers its quality. The report says the 
area is rapidly becoming more 
populated, from 370 dwellings in 1957 
to 695 in 1976. 

The report quotes a Charlevoix 
County Planning Department estimate 
that the three Charlevoix County 
townships bordering the lake will have 
a 60 percent increase in population by 
1990. 

As population increases, so do the 
chances for septic tank seepage and 
pollution from other sources, such as 
fertilizer runoff. The U of M group 
discourages the use of fertilizer near the 
water, urging homeowners to foster 
more natural vegetation. 

The report suggests creation of a 
septic system maintenance program, 
which would require periodic inspection

of septic systems. It says a reasonable 
group rate could probably be obtained. 

Another possibility is alternating 
drainfields. The drainfield is used to 
purify water after it goes through the 
septic tank but before it enters the lake. 

An alternating system would have 
two drainfields but use just one at a 
time. ‘It gives the soil a chance to 
rejuvinate,”’ Secrest said. 

But she warned that such a system, 
although it sounds simple, will not 
become a reality in the near future. 
“Much more detailed study has to be 
done before any of it can be acted 
upon,” she said of the report’s lake 
management. proposals. 

In the meantime, the association is 
trying to strengthen its ability to 
protect the lake by improving its 
financial status. A Walloon Lake Trust 
has been founded, making it possible 
for those who want to support the 
association to make tax deductibles 
gifts to it.
